BALANCING WITH EUROPE. 


Aji Sharp Advance in Foreign Exchange 
Rates Causes a Flurry. 
NEW YORE, December 22.-The absorbing topic 
of interest in Wall street to-day has been 
the advance in rates of foreign exchange, the 
quotation for demand sterling bills reaching 
the point at which shipments can be 
made at a profit, %% for posted 
rates and 489% for actual business. There 


was an actual engagement for $100,000 gold this 
afternoon for shipment on Saturday, and it is 
8 believed that further shipments will 

e made. The immediate cause for this 
advance has been the advance in the Bank of 
England rate of discount last week, but a 
more direct and potential cause is to be 
found in the extremely light shipment 
of grain to Europe, especially wheat, while 
the visible supply of wheat in this country is 
far in excess of previous years. 

Merchants who are familiar with the sub- 
ject also say that a considerable quantity ot 
cotton was sold last July by the planters deliv- 
erable in ninety days and that when the 
deliveries were made there was considerable 
advance in the price of spot cotton, which 
gave considerable dissatisfaction to the plant- 
ers and led them to hold the stock then on 
hand for higher prices, resulting in a 
united amount of cotton bills on the market at 
present. It is claimed this will have the effect 
of steadying the market throughont the 
winter, as shipments of cotton will be 
made continuously in moderate amounts. The 
rate for sterling bills are now about the 
same as they were at the time that 
shipments were made in April and May in 1884. 
A break in the price of wheat, it is generally 
conceded, would lead to the substitution of 
wheaf for gold in the future settlement of our 
trade balances with Europe.

LESSENING THE LABOR, 
The Railway Mail Service Enjoying a Recent 
Invention. 

Superintendent Wartleld, of the Railway Mall 
Service, is about to go into the business of an 
innovation by introducing a printing estab- 
lishment in connection with the headquarters 
of this district. Preparations are being made 


to place a press in the basement of the Custom 
House and put a printer at work. This change 
is rendered necessary by the increasing de- 
mands of the service for labels for mail b 
and pouches. These labels carry on their 
information as to where the 
ouch was made up and by what clerk. A new 
ind of label-holder has been put into use 
within the past month, which is intended to 
do away with the old wooden labels, which to 
the number of hundreds and hundreds have 
been heretofore imconveniently used in the 
entire railway mail system. These wooden 
sticks, about eight inches long, were attached 
to the pouch or and, in addition, paper 
cards, bearing further notes regarding makin 
up and distribution. By the new plan al 
this work is simplified. A short 
compact little piece of tron three inches and a 
half tay, f contains a slit into which is slipped 
apaper label containing all the information 
that heretofore has required the attachment 
of three separate and distinct artities.

CUT OFF HIS DAUGHTER. 


William S. Stewart’s Liberal Bequests to 
His Fiancee and Mother-in-Law. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

SYRACUSE, N. I., December 22.—The will of 
William S. Stewart, who died in this city last 
October, came up for probate before Surrogate 
Cook yesterday morning.’ Thirty years ago Mr. 
Stewart married in Cincinnati, O., a girl of 
good family and remarkable beauty. Two 
years later a daughter was born to them, at 
their home in this place. Their married life 
passed in apparent happiness, until toward 
the close of the war, when Mrs. Stewart con- 
ceived a violent passion for an actor, who was 
playing here, and for whom she abandoned 
her home. She died about ten years 
ago, leaving her child, who is 
now Mrs. Maria <A. Farnsworth, of 
San Jose, Cal.,in the care of her people in 
Cincinnati. In 1872, Mr. Stewart havi pro- 
cured a divorce, came here from St. uis, 
where he had established himself in business 
some years before, and married a daughter of 
ex-Assemblyinan Hutchinson, of this county, 
returning immediately afterward to St. Louis. 
The newly married couple took up «their 
yuarters inthe Southern Hotel and were in 
the building onthe night of the great fire, 
April 11, 1877, Mr. Stewart was rescued, but 
his wife was killed by afall to the sidewalk 
while trying to escape. The husband closed 
out his business and returned to this city, 
where he became enamored of Miss Lizzie Owen, 
a lady of good social standing. Preparations 
forthe marriage were under way when Mr. 
Stewart was seized with his fatal illness. In 
his will Miss Owenis left $5,000 and several 
diamonds of great value. The daughter by his 
first marriage is cut off with the paltry sum of 
$10. The other legatees are Mrs. Maria M. 
Hutchinson, the testator’s mother-in-law, and 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Edward Strong, all of Chicago, 
J. O. Hutchinson, of Boston, and a number of 
his wife's relatives, who are living here. His 
sister, Mrs. Ellen E. Dickinson, a newspaper 
correspondent of New York city, receives a 
legacy of $5,000 and valuable jewelry. The 
residue of the estate, real and personal, is left 
to his stepmother, Mrs. Henrietta L. Stewart, 
of Malden, Buren County, III. At the hearing 
r rs. Farneworth gave notice, 
through her attorney, that she would contest 
the will on the ground of undue influence. The 
case was then postponed until January 28.

New York, December 22.—A story was briefly 
told in dispatches to the Post-DisPatca of the 
curious fashion in which the life of Miss 
Misner, who had tried to co suicide in a 
little village up the Hudson, was saved by the 
efforts of two operators in the Western Union 
Telegraph Office of this city. The full details 
are dramatic toadegree. The young lady in 
question lives at Big Indian, a station on the 
Hudson and Delaware Railroad. Last Satur- 
day morning she went to the telegraph office 
at the railroad station and inquired if there 
was a message for her, saying she expected 
one from a friend who is a station agent em- 
ployed by the railroad company, and towhom, 
it is said, she is engaged to be married. Thére 
had been some difficulty between Miss Misner 
and the young man, and she went tothe tele- 
graph office with an ounce vial of 
laudanum in her reticule. She sent her dis- 
patch, received the reply and the next instant 
she had the laudanum bottle to her lips and 


swallowed its contents at a gulp. Willard 
arsh, the operator, ran to her, but she had 
already fallen to the floor.

John B. Smith who is in charge of the Hudson 
River wire in the main office of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company in Dey street, this 
city, was send am eto Rondout. The 
wire from this city to Rondout is a single one, 
and the office at Indian is on the same 
wire. While Smith was sending the — 
Marsh, the operator at Big Indian, abruptly 
broke in on the circuit. Itis the custom be- 
tween telegraph o , when a message is on 
the wire, to ask permission of the first opera- 
tor sending to cut off the message so that a 
more important one can take its place. The 
message that Smith was sending from this city 
was an important one and he was unwil to 
let Marsh use the wire. Then Marsh wired 
back, Let me send this message, you'll save 
a human life. Mr. Smith at once closed his 
key, naturally interested in the message from 
Big Indian, he heard this ticked on the wire: 
: ‘Send to Dr. Schley, come immediately to Big 
Indian ; a lady has taken poison. Then in re- 
sponse to an inquiry the operator said the 
lady's name was Ora Misner. 

SMITH’S STORY. 

What followed was thus told by Mr. Smith 
to the Post-DIsPATCH correspondent yester- 
day: Having lived in the country a great 
portion of my life, — said, I knew some- 
thing of the difficulty of getting medical assist - 
ance in emergencies, and I thought to myself 
that perhaps there wasn't a single person in 
the neighborhood who knew just what to do, 
and then there was evidently no physician or 
drug store near by. Of course, the quicker an 
antidote could be administered the better 
chances there was for saving the girl’s life. I 
thought I might help and telegraphed to the Big 
Indian operator: ‘What have you done?’ he 
replied, ‘Oh, Lord, nothing. Can you tell me 
what to do?’ Telegraphing ‘wait one moment.’ 
I rushed away leaving my key open. I found 
General Traffic Manager Stevenson and asked 
him whether there was a doctor or a 
medical student employed onthe force. He 
mentioned one Leslie but said he would not 
be on duty till 11:30. That wouldn't do, I 
said, and then he thought Chief Thomas Landy, 
of the Southern Division, might know of some 
one. I ran tothe other end of the room and

Important Question of Alimony. 
Me Court of Appeals to-day rendered a de- 
cision, written by 2 Rombauer, in the di- 
voree case of James S. Clarkson vs. Mattie J. 


Clarkson. A motion nad been filed by the ap- 
ellant for an allowance of alimony pendente 
ite, in gross, in the sum of $31,000. 
was accompanied by affidavits to show 
that $750 was a reasonable amount 
for counsel — nthe Court of Appeals, that 
the greater part Of the transcript fee, $205, re- 
mained unpaid, and that Mrs. Clarkson had 
no means oi herown. The motion was resist- 
ed on the ground that the Court of Appeals 
had no jurisdiction in the premises and that 
the alimony demanded was excessive. 
The Court of Appeals has repeatedly held 
that in default of the Circuit Court to make 
provision by way of alimony for an appellant 
wife it has the power to make such provision 
as incident to the appellate jurisdiction. Itis 
not claimed that this appeal is not presented 
in good faith, the decree of divorce was granted 
on the ground of indignities, and the testi- 
mony is conflicting so that the merits of the 
appeal are fairly debatable. It appears that 
the husband's means are limited, not exceed- 
ing $15,000 in value. The order is that the 
motion for alimony be sustained, that 
the respondent pa the costs of the 
transcript from the Circuit Court not exceed- 
ing $200, and also.$200 for appellant's counsel 
fee in tae Court o Appeals. default of pay- 
ment before January 5, judgment will be en- 
tered against the husband for 8100.
